Tin* Editor oT tli« Journal and 
tlte Swindling SlutrC'oniiiuny. 

It seems to be a peculiar feature of these de- 
generate times, anil one that is constantly grow- 
ing more prevalent, for men who are too lazy or 
trifling to earn their living by honest labor, to put 
their wits to work that they may by some cun- 
ningly devised scheme feast and flourish off a 
credulous public. Of course the schemes these 
chaps contrive, are varied to suit the circum- 
stances and the necessities of the case. Some 
engage in th' Mock Auction business and skin 
“green ’uns” from the country by selling'galvan- 
ised brass watches for gold ones. Others try 
the ball game or the “Little Joker" — “nowyou 
see it and now you don’t.” Others aga«n, with 
perhaps more talent and ambition, eel up bogus 
banks without a dollar of capital, and by a liberal 
distribution of “stock" in the concern among 
newspaper editors, counterfeit detectors, an I 
blowers, have them well puffed, their responsi- 
bility endorsed, and the worth and enterprise of 
the proprietors and originators lauded to the 
skies. The people, unsuspecting and without 
having opportunities to learn the true state of 
matters, suppose these representations, coming, 
as they are foolish enough to think, from disin- 
terested sources to which they have been accus- 
tomed to look for information, readily take the 
really worthless trash when offered them. It 
soon gains a wide circulation, and when the 
managers have distributed enough to enable 
them to feather their nests well and live in idle- 
ness the remainder of their days, the bank sud- 
denly stops payment, and the people who are 
swindled have to suffer without ability to procure 
redress. But if the scoundrels who have thus 
imposed on the community are deserving of the 
imprecations heaped upon them, what measure 
of punishment should not be visited upon the 
still more scoundrelly editors who for the bribe 
of a few thousand dollars can be induced to so 
basely prostitute their presses as to deceive the 
very people by whom they have been supported 
and from whom they are still seeking support! 
Should not such a creature be hooted out of 
every decert community? 

We have already referred to the recent trial of 
H. M., E. W., and A. C. True, at Memphis, 
principal managers of thc “Cincinnati and Little 
Rock Slate Company,” on a charge of “obtain- 
ing money under false pretences.” The evidence 
developed one of the most villainous and rascally 
schemes that has ever been exposed. To show 
the character of the men engaged in it, we in- 
tended to publish some of their letters read in 
court in which their unblushing villanies were 
disclosed, but our crowded columns compels us 
to defer this until another time. 

The articles of agreement between the parties 
were also read in court, by which it was shown 
’hat $5,000 was set apart for Mr. Prentice, edi- 
tor of the Louisville Journal, to get him to have 
the notes of the Slate Company quoted in 
Thompson’s New York Detector, as being at par 
value with oth'r Tennessee bank notes. The 
evidence of Mr. L. D. Stickney, on this point, 
we herewith give: 

Witness being a partner in the Cincinnati and 
Little Bock Slate Company in September, 1855. 
Trne was the controlling power in the concern; said 
he owned all the stock, with the exception of some 
owned in Cincinnati by Warden and Taylor. Wit- 
ness does not know that Burr owned any stock at 
that time. The agreement with True and witness 
was that he was to have $10,000 of stock for the in- 
fluence he would exert in behalf of the bank as 
Secretary of the Little Bock Bailroad Company, 
and he was to establish an office for the redemp- 
tion of the issue of the company, either :it Hope- 
field or Memphis. He was also io have $5,000 ad- 
ditional stock to engage Mr. Prentice, of the Louis- 
ville Journal, to have the money permanently 
quoted at the regular rate of discount for all other 
Tennessee money, in Thompson's Hank Note De- 
tector. Witness gave True his obligation for $5,- 

000, to be paid when vouchers were produced by 
him (Ttue) that things were as he represented them 
to be. 

By thc terms of agreement it was shown that 
Stickney, a partner in the concern, and who we 
know has had thc most intimate relations with 
thc editor of the Journal for six or eight years 
past, was to use his influence as secretary and 
agent of the Memphis and Little Rock Railroad 
Company, to put the notes in circulation and 
give them credit, and that in furtherance of this 
plan the editor of the Journal was to have them 
quoted as good in a New York Detector, for 
which he was to receive $5,000. 

The editor of the Journal attempted to perforin 
the dishonest and dishonorable duty imposed 
upon him, but most fortunately for for the pock- 
ets of the people of the West and South he did 
not succeed. According to the editor’s own 
acknowledgment he called in person upon Mr. 
Thumpson, and requested him to quote the notes 
as desired, and couched the request in such lan 
guage as would induce Mr. Thompson to sup- 
pose he was interested in the bank. But Mr. 
Thompson had rather more character to loose 
than the willing editor, and aftT making an ex- 
amination, informed Mr. Prentice, as the latter 
states in the Journal of Thursday morning, 

1, that the Slate Company's Bank teas of no ac- 
count, and that he would soone put his f.ngers in 
the fire than touch it." But mark the subsequent 
conduct of the editor of the Journal. Did he 
when he had a knowledge of the worthless anl 
villainous character ot the concern, and saw its 
notes in circulation act like an honest man* Did 
he denounce it as a faithful public journalist 
should' Did he attempt to nip the rascality in 
the bud' Did he caution the sturdy farmer who 
brought his produce to market, or the honest 
mechanic who received his hard-earned wages 
each Saturday, against taking what he well 
knew was worthless trash, and which they could 
ill afford to loose? Did he inform the laborers 
on the Little Rock Railroad, who were to be paid 
off in this money, that it was not worth the pa- 
per on which it was printed! Far from it! He 
remained silent and permitted the public to be 
swindled when he had it in his power to pre- 
vent it, hoping no doubt he would yet he able 
to earn and pocket a portion of the $5,000 set 
apart far him. 

The editor’s own defence and explanations but 
serve to place him deeper in the mire. They 
alone arc sufficient to criminate him before intelli- 
gent and impartial men. And we apprehend 
there are other projects in which he has been or 
still is engaged, which are quite as dishonorable 
and rascally as the one with the Slate Com- 
pany. 

It has been no pleasure for us to give the 
above facts, and we feel that they do not require 
any comment. For the credit of the profession 
we regret that there is to be found in it a man 
who would consent to act the part the editor of 
the Journal lias in regard to this swindling 
wild-cat bank. It is black mailing in its vil ’st 
shape, and by the following article lrom our 
contemporary, the Times, it will be seen it does 
not stop with thc Slate Company: 

Prentice as a Decoy Duck. 

A lev days since we published the facts relative 
to the connection of Geo. D. Prentice with the Cin- 
cinnati and Little Bock Slate Company, in which ' 
it was shown by the testimony of a principal wit- 
ness, on thc recent trial at Memphis, that Prentice 
wa* to receive a la 'ge sum for puffing the notes of 
the Bank, and inducing the public to believe that the 
Company was solvent, and stock good. 

We also published an extract from an article in the 
Louisville Democrat, in reference to the connection 
of Prentice with the Memphis & Little Bock Bail- 
road, in which it was very plainly iniimated that he 
was in that case also engaged in the employment of 
decoy-duck. 

Since the publication of that paragraph, a gen- 
tleman has placed in our possession a handbill, is- 
sued at Little Bock, on the 1st of January last, 
signed by Boswell Beebe, in which it is stated that 
the contractors of the road had enlisted the servi- 
ces of Prentice — bad given him an interest til the 
contract to secure his aid in matters eo-nected 
with its execution away Jrom the work!" 

The public will remember that Prentice was in 
Little Bock for a long time in the fall of 1854 — that 
he was 4 lobby member of the Arkansas L gisla- 
ture to procure the pasage of some act connected 
with this road — that he hud got into a quarrel with 
a Mr. Hewson, was clia lenged by him, and did not 
fight. All tlics j things are well knowu to the pub- 
lic. 

Of this visit to Little Bock in 1851, Mr. Beebee 
says that Prentice and others remained in Li tie 
Bock “nearly the whole session, in daily attendance 
upon tbe Legislature endeavoriug to induce toe 
enactment of laws that rightfully considered are 
moa-trous and impracticable in some of their fea- 
tures; proscriptive, unfair, and for fraudulent pur- 
poses." 

Speaking of the fulfillment by Prentice of his 
part of the contract to puff the road into the confi- 
dence of the public, Mr. Beebe says: 

How faithfully Mr. Prentice performed his part 
of the contract will be seen by the ingenious misrep- 
resentations which hepublished in liis Journal last 
Spring, so well calculated, if cred ted, to mislead 
and impose upon capitalists away from the work!" 

This Memphis & Little Bock Boad has an appro- 
priation of lands by Congress to aid in its construc- 
tion, which Mr. Beebe estimates at 20,000 acres. 



This laud appropriation has been made the grea' 
lever by means of which the stock in this road was 
to be raised to a paying value, and a part of Pren- 
tice’s duty was to elaborate this in bis Journal. In 
reference to his coarse ou this point Mr. Beebe 
say.-: 

“In the early part of last spring, Mr Prentice, 
one of the parties interested in the contract, pub- 
lished in his Journal, an editorial article, greatly 
eulogizing the character and unrivalled ability of 
that company, and the ways and means provided to 
build the road. He says the company ‘own free 
and clear without cost 189,000 acres of iand;' and 
in speaking of the company’s bonds, be say9 ‘cer- 
tainly there can be no better securities than these, 
and we solicit for them the early attention of capi- 
talists. Every one of them, principal and interest, 
will be paid as it falls due, and no bond can be bet- 
ter than that.’ In alluding to President William- 
son's last report (based no donbt by interest and 
selfish ambition,) in his zeal to comply with his part 
of the contract, he uses this very remarkable lan- 
guage, that ‘the matters placed before us by this 
( Williamson ’s) report, as well as other matters 
Ki;own to us personally, do most certainly in our 
opinion, entitle this road and company to occupy a 
very high, if not the very highest position, as to 
wealth and value, and prospect of prosperity, which 
has been or can be held by any road ir the coun- 
try.’ Discreditable aud unauthorized as that arti- 
cle was, in all its main features, it was copied into 
most of the leading railroad journals of the day, 
and contributed in no slight degree, in misleading 
those who were uninformed upon the subject." 

These extracts show, in some little measure, the 
part which Prentice has been playing in this rail- 
road project, and it look9 so mach like his opera- 
tions in the Slate Company affair, that no person 
can read the one without being reminded ofthe 
other. 

Mr. Beebe farther states, that while Prentice 
was .has extolling this road through bis paper, that 
its route was positively unsurveyed, and its pros- 
pects were of the most folorn and gloomy charac- 
ter. He ^ays the whole affair is in the hands of nn- 
scrnpalons speculators, whose aim is not to build 
the road, bnt to make tbe most money oat of a 
credulous community, and then to drop i* and leave 
their victims in the larch. 

Of the statements made by this gentleman we 
know nothing; nor do we pretend to endorse them, 
even so far as Prentice is concerned. We give the 
purport of his handbill, and the extracts concerning 
Prentice, jnst as we fiud them. It is bnt fair to 
state, however, that Mr. Beebe is one of tbe wealthi- 
est men in Little Bock, and certainly seems to un- 
derstand what he Is writing about. 

Tiny ilct'ting or Show Suuday. 

For some forty years past, as we are informed 
it has been the custom of the citizens of some 
portions of Oldham county to have what were 
called in early times. May Meetings. The cus- 
tom originated among the Baptists, and the third 
Sunday of May was the day set apart for the im- 
portant affair. Subsequently there was a division 
in the Church at Brownsboro, and thc formation 
of another church — the Reformed — was the re- 
sult. Not to conflict with the regular Baptists, 
the Reformers announce! their May meeting for 
the second Sunday in May of each year, at which 
time they have since been regularly held. Last 
Sunday the Reformers had their meeting at 
Brownsboro, and it was attended by a very large 
number of persons, among whom, of course, 
were a good proportion of elegant and elegant ly 
dressed ladies. To-morrow, the Baptists have 
their meeting, and from the talk, all the country 
round about will be present. 

Of late years these meetings have been known 
almost exclusively under the name of "Show 
Sundays,” from the fact that for weeks preced- 
ing, the country beaux and belles are busily en- 
gaged in making extra preparations for them. — 

It is expected tuat before the first meeting all the 
girls will have been to the city and procured their 
spring out-fit, and will be present to exhibit to 
the admiring audience the richness and beauty of 
their dresses, and the elegance of their new bon- 
nets. To show these oft’ to the best advantage, 
of course it was necessary to move frequently 
from one part of the house to another, and, as 
well may be imagined, the "noise and confusion” 
consequent, was rather a bar to serious religious 
meditation. As this, however, occurs but once a 
year, this manner of giving vent to one's vanity 
maybe excused. 

Some few years since a popular minister, who 
was somewhat oi a wag, was to nreach on “Show 
Sunday” at Brownsboro. The house was unu 
sually crowded, and the fair ones seemed to be 
in a perfect flutter of excitement. When the 
hour for service arrived, the Minister arose and 
remarked that he had never in his life seen an 
assemblage of handsomer, better dressed.or more 
intelligent looking people than were then before 
him. It was, however, evident that they had 
coine together for other purposes than to hear 
him preach, and he would defer any remarks he 
had to mike until the succeeding Sabbath, and 
would accordingly proceed to dismiss them. Of 
course the ladies were grievously disappointed at 
having the “show” so suddenly and peremptorily 
cut short, and we hear that they have never en- 
tirely fo*given him to this day. Indeed it would 
be the height of temerity for any one to attempt 
such a trick again, for the dear creatjres feel 
that their right to display their new bonnets 
has been sanctioned by long usagy, and cannot 
now be interfered with. 

After all, there is not much difference between 
the country and city. Th re they have “Show 
Sunday ’ onl r once a year. Here they have it 
every Sabba’h during the Spring and Summer, 
aid we apprehend the custom has much to do to- 
wards filling some of our churches.

This 
prison was several months since fired by two con- 
victs and partially destroyed, the re-construction 
of which, exclusive of convicts labor, cost the State 
$22,1)00. Three several attempts since the confla- 
gration referred to, have keen made to born the 
prison; all of which were happily foiled. This 
penetentiary is an expense instead of a profit to 
the State. A few months since, a gentleman of- 
fered to lea e the prison, giving six thousand 
dollars per annum, which offer the State injndi- 
cously refused. Richard White, formerly of Ma- 
dison county, in this State is at present the kee- 
per. 

Prof. Salford. State Geologist, has just pub- 
lished his report, in which b« presents an encoar- 
aging feature of Tennessee's micerological re- 
sources. The entire value of iron produced in 
Tennessee in 1854 it estimated at two millions of 
dollars. In treating of, the dry; tone banks of iron 
ore, ocenring in East Tennessee, are spoken of, 
which are nearly continuous for a bu 4 red and fifty 
miles.
